The "Chervena Zvezda” DIP (Durzhavno Ihdustrialno Predpriyatie - State 
Industrial Enterprise) is under the direction of the State Industrial 
Association. (Durzbevno Ihdustrialno Cfcedinenie) of the Ministry of Light 
/and Food 7 3hdus;<n. which supplies new cadres and instructors ^far the 
enterprise^. The Stats Industrial Association is called the Furniture 
Industry (Mebelna Indus triya) and is in charge of the supply of goods 
made of wood. The Trade Union for Forest Workers, -Agricultural Workers, 
and Carpenters (Prof arganizatsiya na garskite, zemedelnkite i 
durvodelaklte rabotnitsi) organizes labor oampetition. 


The Central Cooperative Union (Tsentralniya Kooperativen Suyuz) buys 
mo3t of the finished furniture and products from the "Chervena Zvezda” 
State Industrial Enterprise. The party organization Is inactive, and even 
the Communists who are sent to the Trade Union Committee (profkomiteta) do 
not canply with the orders of the party. 

The production plan for the first six months of Hi was fulfilled only 
64 percent. 
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,s 9. The State Industrial Association issues special directives for saving 

wood materials and for using wood trimmings in the manufacture of furniture, 
but these directives ore not observed by the workers. 

10. The wages of tho specialists cro never above 16 .leva /"per day_/ because 
the norms are never fulfilled-. Many times the wages far a worker amount 
to nine leva per cay. 

H't. The enterprise employs about 119 to 130 workers, however this number changes 
often because of absenteeism and large turnover of employees due to poor 
wages. The war kora must work overtime to meet the norm, however the norm 
is never met.

16c Koycho Petrov , Communist, about 46 years of age, is the director of the plant. 

He does not treat the workers well. He is accused of stealing, however he Is 
not prosecuted by the authorities since he is a party and State Security agent. 

17, The party group in the plant handles political affairs, especially those of the 
P0S0 unit. The Trade Union exists only in form. The workers have very poor 
living conditions. There have been weeks when there was no food in the two 
workers* mesahalls. The bread was of a poor quality. The workers earn from 
nine to 16 leva of wages per day while the Communists receive two or three times 
as much without working. The Communists ore registered as workers, as political 
instructors, as DOSO members, and as propagandists and therefore they attend the 
meetings continuously. They live at the expense of the labor of the workers, and 
therefore the workers protest against the Communists and against the Communist 
regime.
